John  Taylor  supposedly  received  a 
revelation  establishing  polygamy  as  an 
everlasting  practice  while  residing  in 
the  Rich-Woolley  home.  Fundamen¬ 
talists  use  the  revelation  as  the  basis 
for  their  beliefs,  Damron  said. 

Others  claim  the  Fundamentalists 
have  misinterpreted  the  meaning  of 
the  revelation,  which  has  never  been 
brought  before  the  church  for  confir¬ 
mation  as  true  doctrine,  Damron  said. 

The  home  escaped  a  demolition  or¬ 
der  issued  by  the  Church  Real  Estate 
Committee,  which  obtained  the  home 
in  1978,  when  Inspector  Leon  F.  Olsen 
determined  the  home  had  belonged  to 
the  early  Centerville  settler  and  apos¬ 
tle.
